Distinguished Career. 


Wilkesbnrre, Pa.. May 13.—Scveh 
mine workers were Instantly killed 
and more than a dozen Injured yester¬ 
day afternoon in an explosion in the 
Mount Lookout colliery of the Temple 
Coal A Iron Company, gear here. 

The explosion occurred six hundred 
feet underground, and ‘eighteen hun¬ 
dred feet from the shaft up which 
the miners make their exit. A miner 
left a small gas feeder burning In 
Ibe extreme end of a gangway alT-df 
Monday night, which set fire to the 
timbers snd the coal. Early yesterday, 
when the fire was discovered, the mine 
bosses and three men were driven back 
by gas. Shortly affw^iiiAi^Mi alight 
explosion occurred, horning the four 
men slightly. Then they came out of 
the mine, and later another gang of 
men was sent down to fight the fire. 

They then let air In from another 
gangway to allow the gas to escape, 
and while doing so a second explosion 
occurred, killing seven of the men nnd 
Injuring the others. The shock of 
the explosion wa* felt on the mtrface, 
and a rescue party was formed and 
they were sent down into the mine at 
once to get the men out. They worked 
until 8.30 o’clock last night before they 
were able to bring them all to the sur¬ 
face. 

Several of the rescue party were 
overcome by gas and had to be token 
from the mine In semi-conscloue con¬ 
dition.

Now, un= 
der the Manitoba statute, all protests 
must be in the hands of the revising 
officer five days before the sitti n gs of 
his court of revision, and accordingly 
it follows. If the statement in that 
newspaper Is correct as to dates, that 
there was given only one week within 
which to revise after the close of the 
work of the registration clerk, and five 
days out of the seven in that week 
would have to run for the purposes oL 
an appeal. In other words, the revising 
barrister or Judge would have to be in 
possession of all appeals for those con¬ 
stituencies within one day after the 
close of the work of the registration 
clerk. When you remember that the 
registration clerk is appointed for a 
whole constituency, and that the con¬ 
stituency may be and frequently Is 100 
miles from side to side, yero-have same 
Idea of the physical Impossibility of 
conducting an appeal under a system 
administered as thiB provincial system 
Is snid to have been ad ministe red In 
Manitoba. I am not complaining of tlie 
system. The system is spread upon 
the statute book. I think It might be 
improved^ I think the system In On- 


very few eall here now In comparison 
with the number which rode the waters 
of the North Pacific In days gone by. 

It may be asked, what. then, is the 
cause of Victoria's Importance as a ship¬ 
ping port? It Is this, Victoria, owing to 
her situation at the southern extremity 
of Vancouver Island, must necessarily 
becon$s the first port of call of vessels 
bound to and from Vancouver city, on the 
British Columbia mainland, and Beattie 
and Tacoma, the American cities, on 
Puget Sound. To reach these ports ves¬ 
sels must pass Victoria, and ns they have 
fit her freight of p a s sen g e r s for her they 
naturally call there. The Canadian city 
of Vancouver and the Am erican ci ties of 
t- ttle and Tacoma are among the most 
Important shipping points on th« Pacific 
Coast, so the greater the volume of trade 
along this line there Is at thes** places 
the greater the benefit Victoria derives. 

Victoria ns a shipping port thus enjoys 
a distin ct advantage over h>-r siste r oltlas 
on either the American or Canadian side. 
She receives at her docltslhe tonnage in¬ 
going and outgoing of both, and it is this 
fact which makes her unnual returns of 
shipping so formidable. 

These particulars are. I think, of suffi¬ 
cient importance to stamp Victoria as a 
shipping port of prominence, and each 
year the list Is becoming larger. With 
the great development of British Colum¬ 
bia generally more steamship lines will bo 
represented at her ports. Trans-Pacfflc 
trade Is but In Its Infancy. 8ome day It 
will equal, if not surpass, that of the At¬ 
lantic. and when it does. Canada, by 
virtue of hrr vast scabnardr wHI-b© one 
of the chief participant* In that com¬ 
merce. while Victoria will be one of the 
princ ipal beneficiaries of that develop¬ 
ment. She could not lag. even—f—rhe 
tried, and there is no doubt that she Is 
destined to become one of the most lm^ 
portant seaports on the Pacific Coast.
